He Would Make Them 
Compete 
With Each Other. 
In a long letter explaining his view 
to the Chicago Becord. Mayor Pingree 
says: 


"Competition is the life of trade. 
Competition between the transiwrta- 
tion companies means much, not only 
to the companies themselves but to 
wage-workei s, farmers and merchants. 
Let me illustrate: 


"In Detroit two street railway com- 
panies, the ( 'iti/.e.ns' and the Detroit, 
îïoth of which liave lieen nuiking money 
even in these hard times, have been in 
eomiJctltion uj) tt) a recent time, when 
they have been attempting a conibina- 
tion in violation of the express provi- 
sion of the constitution of the state. Up 
to the present time they have succeeded 
in part and with this result to labor— 
they have discharged 120men. This is 
always the llrst result of a combination 
of street railways or of steam railrottthi 
—large number of men arc discharged. 
The next is to lower the wages of those 
who remain in the restricted service 
iRicause such as are discharged are so 
many extra men in the Held looking 
for employment. 
The combination 
forces men into competition with one 
another. The effect uiwn merchant« 
is the lessened ability of the 120 men 
to buy antl pay and the farmers are af- 
fected in the same way. 
Finolly the 
railroalfi aiul street railways them- 
selves sutler to the extent of the lim- 
ited ability of labor and those who de- 
pend upon' labor to use the roads. But 
the street railways and the railroads 
seek t<) make themselves even by rais- 
ing rates oi- maintaining excessive rates 
and in this way work against the inter- 
ests of* he community on which they 
lepen I and against their own interests. 


"Thus the iiu;ident of the attempted 
•ombiuation of the Detroit street rail- 
ways serves av a comjUcte illustration 
lif the whole economic (juestion involv- 
ing st reet car lines aiul steam railroads. 
Combinations of this kind, therefore, 
(tnteinplate the least amount of laljor, 
the least pay for lalHjr and the great- 
est sum of charges for fares and 
freights. 


I'll us there is not the slig>'»est dif- 
ference, save in degree, iRjtween the 
iVect of the combinations of those De- 
troit street railways and the combina- 
tion of the Michigan Central and the 
Lake .SlHM'e railroads of .southern Mieh- 
iuan. 
.\lr. Vanderbilt of New York 
owns the bulk of the stoi:k in both of 
these roads, as again^t tlie express pre- 
vision of the constitution of the state of 
.Michi-ian. and the eflect of this has 
been to restrict tlu! numlsîr of men em- 
ployt.'d t(» the minimum and to reduce 
wages', for if those roads were in com- 
petition, as they ought to l)e—OS the 
const it utiiMi of the state provides that 
they should iRi—the larger number of 
men would be required to oiRjrate the 
roads and ne(res.sarily wages would Ikî 
increast'd. 
Furtlu;rmore, the rates of 
freiglit and fare would be reduced to 
»•ompetitive prices, to the relief of 
tiealers ami prtMliu'iirs, and this in turn 
would iiperate to increase the number 
of passi.-n^'ers and the amount of 
freights, t'omiRitition, therefore, o[R)r- 
ates to the l»enefit of ail." 


Is About Ready to Give Cuba 
dependence. 


NEW YORK, Oct. l«.—A 8|>cclal to 
the Herald from Cadiz, Spain, says: It 
is an open secret that if Spain does not 
put down the insurrection in Cuba l>y 
the flrstof next March it is the inten- 
tion of the govei nment to? give up the 
struggle and let the island go. It is 
said tnat the policy is being adopted of 
exaffgerating the magnitude of ihe 
troiible in the Philippines with a view 
of preparing the i>eople for the ulti- 
mate des^n of letting Cuba go. 


W. O. rwter, the manager of the 
Kastern Telegraph Co. here, siwaking 
of the situation, sjiid: ''There is no 
question that the government is trying 
to use Philippine troubles to distract 
the people's 
attention 
from C-uba. 
There is no doubt that Spain intends 
to do her utmost to crush the Culnin 
insurrection between now atul March. 
Failing that, I am informed that she 
will gwe up the struggle. 


"An im|K)rtant issue is the fact that 
Cuba has a debt of riW),000,000 and 
that if S|)ain puts down the insurrection 
Cuba will have to pay that 
debt, 
whereas if Cuba wins, the payment of 
the debt will fall on Spain, wlu) con- 
tracted it on behalf of Cuba. 


"Naturally the planters who have 
been driven from thiur 
half-ruined 
plantations, however loyal they nmy 
appear to l»e to Spain, really want to 
see the Cubans succecd, as In that ease' 
they would not be taxed by .Spain to 
pay the interest on the debt and then 
could start again under more favorable 
auspices." 


Tbe Philippine Islands comprise 115,- 
000 square miles as against 4}>,(MM> for 
Cuba. 
In ¡Kiint of |)opulaiion the 
Philippines have r»,«;i«,0(K> us against a 
nopulation of 2,2 7(1,000 for Cuba atid 
Porto Rico combined. 


A dispatch from Manilla says that a 
detachment of 400 Spanish soldiers sent 
to succor a government post, was sur- 
rounded by insurgents. 
The tinníps re- 
pulsed the enemy, losing 10 men and 
two officers killed in additi<m to having 
many men wounded, 
lleinfori'ements 
have been sent to the scene of the light- 
ing.

Even in the enlightened days when 
the art of photography baa advanced so 
vtjgy near to perfection thero aro still 
some old fa^iioned people who cling 
with fondness to theto silhonettca. One 
great thing in their favor is that the 
least clever among nsuiay, with a little 
patience and a steady hand, find in them 
a pleasing recreation and aoon become 
adroit iu their ezeoution. 
But there 
may be some of our young readers who 
scarcely know what a silhouette is, and 
such unenlightened persons We will en 
deavor briefly to instruct in the almost 
forgotten art. A few slieeta of drawing 
pa|M^r, a pencil and a lamp aro all the 
essentials ueeded to commeuce opera 
tiona 


The operator first fizea a sheet of pa 
per to the wall by inserting a pin iu 
each eonier. 
Tlieu the person whose 
likeness, or silhouette, is to bo taken 
is seated In a ohaii close to tho wall in 
such a position as to throw a distinct 
shudow of his profile (as near life sixe 
as possible) on the center of the paper. 
To secure steadiness a wine glass or 
some such support is placed between bia 
head and the wall—for the slight^it 
movement often causes failure. Having 
arranged these matters satisfactorily, tho 
operator proceeds to sketch with a pen­ 
cil the head and profile of the sitter, 
und this requires a steady band and 
some dispatch, as it is no easy matter 
to sit in 0*0 position for a great length 
of time perfectly motionless. When the 
sketch is concluded, little skill will be 
needed to biing the tusk to an end. Tlie 
operator has only with a sharp penknife 
to cut out the head in tho line of the 
pencil mark. The center part is then 
thrown aside and th§ other paper laid 
on a piece of black cloth, which throws 
out the features boldly, and if sufficient 
care has been taken a striking likeness 
will bo tbo reward.—Happy Thougbta

There it aometbing atlraclive abonl 
railroad life to tbe man who once en* 
ten it The railroad companiea rarely 
give up a reliable, faithful man. He 
may become maimed and anflt tor tbe 
moat remunerative poeitiona and be 
forced to aoccpt aome bambler plane 
with a mnaller aalary attached to it, 
bnt it it an unwritten law with mott of 
the great railroad companiea that the 
man who ia injured in their ■ enrioe 
thall be placed in tome poHition where 
he may obtain hia livelihood. 


Thnii it may happen that when yon 
fall iu oonveraation with the man who 
oecnpiea a bumble awitohhonie or a 
flagman’« shanty yon are talking with 
ono who haa bad biaahareof excitement 
and been through experienoea that 
wonld make the bairo< tbe average man 
stand npon end. 
A reporter met a 
switchman tbe other day the pathoa of 
whoan life waa expressed in tbe wooden 
leg which be nsed. and as the Empire 
dashed by he looked np and said: 


"Yes, I like railroading. I have been 
in tbe business all my life and expect to 
spend the rest of my daya over th^vnila. 
Irat I am quite content to remain hem 
in my little cottage and tend to my flag* 
ging rather than have tlie position ot 
the man who bolds tbe throttle on that 
big engine which just whiaced by here. 
Yon may think it a map to ait there 
and ride over the eountrj at the rate of 
a mile a minute, bnt 1 tell yon the man 
earrius a load of responsibility on bit 
shouhVra which I would not want on 
mine and which tho average man knows 
very little about I know something of 
it, for 1 was flreinan some years ago on 
one of the fast engines and lost my leg 
in an accident between hero and AI* 
bany. Bnt if I liad oome ont of that ac­ 
cident as sound as you are I never 
should have been ablo to bold my nerve 
for any moro fast trips. That finished 
me for that work. '* 


"Then if a man baS been bnrt in a 
railroad accident it makes him scary 
of that kind of work, doea it?” asked 
the reporter. 


“ You bet it does,” answered the 
switchman with emphasis, **and don’t 
let anyone fool yon that it doesn’t Tho 
man who was running that engine the 
day I was hurt escaped with hardly a 
scratch, bnt he never eonld keep his 
time up the way ho did before that and 
Anally was put on a freight engine, 
where tho mnniiig was a great deal 
slow’cr. 


*'I shall never forget tho way he look­ 
ed the afternoon the smash np occurred. 
Just before tho crash oame I looked at 
him. We were rounding a curve down 
by Schenectady. Hit long gray hair 
was flowing in the brceae, his face was 
sot and hia eyea fixed on tbe track 
ahead. 


‘All at OBO0 be jumped tohisftoot 
and reversed the lever and exclaimed in 
a startled tone, 
‘My God. we are 
caught I' It was probably not more than 
half a minute after when I was lying 
beneath the engine with my leg ornsh- 
ed, utterly nncoiisoions of the fact that 
a great wreck hail ocuurrcd, bnt every 
movement and occnrrenoo of that half 
minute ia aa vividly impresse<l upon my 
mind as if it had taken weeks of time 
to impress it there. 


“ Ashe spoke 1 looked through the 
oab window ahead of us, and there, 
within 20 rods, waa a freight engine 
coming straight at ns^ and there was no 
possible chance to escapo a crash. Tho 
engineer was doing his duty. I knew 
that He waa reversing the lever, apply* 
ing the brakea and doing bis b<«st to 
avert what ho know was inevitable, but 
I had nothing to do, and it aeemed as if 
everything in my life was before me in 
those few seconds. 1 felt absolutely sure 
I was going to die. Strange as it may 
seem, the thought did not seem horrible 
to me. A wliole lot of the slsng say* 
ings, such as, ‘You are learning to fire 
hero in this world so aa to lie prepared 
for the next,' and ‘You won’t mind a 
hot job over there,’ and a number of 
those stale things which a fireman baa 
to take, came into my bead, and even 
in that awful position it occnrred to me 
in a humort)us sort of way that I hqd 
made a good start bore below, or here 
above, as I might say. The next mo­ 
ment I was thinking of my wife and 
children—yes, and of motiior, too, who 
had been dead a number of years. A 
man always thinks of his mother at such 
a time. But I don’t think I liad a par­ 
ticle of fear of death. Tho Iasi thing 
that was on my mind was the question, 
Who was to blame for tho acoidentl 
And that is the last I remember. 


“ When I oame to my senses, 1 was 
in a itospital and was minus a leg. 
Since then I havo txHiu constantly em­ 
ployed one way and another by the rail* 
road company, bnt 1 never see ono of 
the fasC trains go t>y w'ithont tiiinking 
of that wreek. Tlie engineer miraculous­ 
ly escaped with scarcely a bruiRe, but it 
finislied him for that kind of work. He 
waa always seeing engines ahead of him 
after that, and I have heard that more 
than once lie has slowed up his train iu 
(»der not to collide with an iniaginary 
engine, which I have no doubt was as 
real to him os it was on the afternoon 
the wreck 1 speak of oct^urrod. As 1 said 
before, he was transferred to a freight 
•ngine, but even there lie wsui tiuiid 
and finally left tho road altogether. 


“ You can put it down as a pretty 
sure thing that when aa engineer has 
been in an accident once he is minus a 
food share of the nerve which it takes 
¡0 mako his runs on time to tho tick, 
and if lie isn't on time ho has got to gp 
iooiier or later.”—ftoohestor l>umucrat

If be 
felt in the mood he would write an 'Un- 
oommeroial Traveler’ article. If not, be 
would answer letters, read All tbe 
Year Ronnd proofs, jot down ideas or fill 
np the time with some sort of literary 
labor. This, he told mc^ was bis self 
discipline. The ono room in the chalet 
was sparsely furnished and had windows 
on all sides commanding qniet, pleasant 
views of fields and plantations. He sel­ 
dom talked of his books, but one rainy 
day he showed me the bound manu­ 
script of one of them and told me bis 
method of planniiig a story. Having 
selected a subject, he would write down 
the name of the hero and anrronnd it 
with queries.

Knowledge. 


Much of the value of knowledge de­ 
pends npon the way it is obtained. 
Some of it is given to us, and we accept 
it passively. Some is thrust npon us, 
and we receive it unwillingly. Some 
we crave and work for and finally ob­ 
tain by means of our own thought and 
researches. 
Of course in very early 
childhood knowledge as well as every­ 
thing else must be given. This is nat­ 
ural and right and so long as the giver 
is judicious and not too eager the child’s 
mind will thrive by i t 
Gradnally, 
however, as his powers unfold, this 
constant giving loses its value. The 
time arrives when his mind needs de­ 
veloping, his curiosity awakening, his 
faculties stimulating, and this work 
should largely take the place of impart­ 
ing information. If it be done success­ 
fully, he will soon show a desire for 
knowledge of various kinds and will 
seek it with avidity, and whatever he 
gains in this way will become vitalised 
and a part of himself. It is a slow and 
gradual process, and we seldom have 
the patience to pursue it VTe have more 
faith iu onr systems than in nature’s, 
and we too often treat the child men­ 
tally as we would physically were we 
to keep him in onr arms and feed him 
with a siioon long after ho was able to 
walk and to help himself.—New York 
Lodger.

nu« Instruction In tlie Art of Prod 


lug TltctiO Old Time Favorites, 


Even iu tho enlightened days when 


tho art of photography has advanced so 


y near to perfection there aro stili 


some old fashioned people who cliug 
with fondness to these silhouettes. On 
great thing iii their favor is that the 
least clever among us may, with a little 
patience and a steady baud, find iu them 
u pleasing recreation, and soon hecomu 
adroit iu their execution. But thoro 
may bo some of our young readers who 
scarcely know what a silhouette is, am] 
such uueulighteued persons Wo will en- 
deavor briefly to instruct in tho almost 
forgotto.il art. A few sheets of drawiug 
paper, a pencil aiid a lamp aro all thu 
essentials needed to commGU.ce opera- 
tions. 


Tho operator first fixes a sheet of pa- 


per to tho wall by iusertiug a piu iu 
inch corner. 
Them tho pcrsoii whoso 


likeuess, or silhouette, is to bo taken 
is seated in a chain close to tho wall iu 
such a position as to throw a distinct 
shadow of his profile (as near life size 
is possible) ou tho center of t.-.o paper. 
I'o secure steadiness a wiue glass or 
some such support is placed between his 
load and tho wall—for tho slightest 
movement oftuu causes failure. Having 
irraiiged these matters eatisf aotorily, tho 
operator proceeds to sketch with u pen- 
cil tho head and profile of the sitter, 
uid this requires u steady baud and 
some dispatch, aa it is DO easy luatter 
to sit in one position for u great length 
of time perfectly uiotiouless. When the 
sketch is concluded, little skill will ho 
iceried to biiug the task to an end. The 
operator has only with a sharp penknife 
o cut out the head iu tho line of the 
jcucil mark. The center part is then 
lirowti aside and the other paper laid 
m a piece of black cloth, which throws 
mt the features boldlj-, and if sufficient 
care has boon takeu a striking likeness 
vill ho tho reward.—Happy Thoughts.

ladies' Home Journal. Of Dickons' 
method of work Mr. Fluke says: "Dur- 
ing my VIHJ la DiokenB was not at work 
unon '» novel, but Jio shut himself in 
Foohtor'fi chulot from 11 ft. in. to 8 p. 
m. almost every day. Thifl waa another 
part of his methodical system. If ho 
felt lu tho mood he would write an 'fJu- 
coutiuorcinl Traveler' article. If not, ho 
would answer Jetfors, .road All tho 
Your Round proofs, jot down ideas or fill 
up tho time with eoino wort of literary 
labor. This, ho told mo, was his self 
discipline. The ouo room in the chalet 
wns sparsely furniBhod and had windows 
on all sides commanding quiet, pleasant 
viwws of fioKih -*nd phuivutious. Ho eol- 
dom talked of his books, but ouo ruiuy 
duy ho Bhowwl me tho bound manu- 
script of one of them and told me his 
method of planning a story. Having 
seJooted a subject, Jio would write down 
tho uaino of tho horo uud surround it 
with quorios. 'Shall lie bo rich? Parents 
or gtuu'diano? Defrauded of his prop- 
erty?

He always used blue ink, and so 
did 'fates and Halliday and tho other 
writers of what was then 'the Dickens 
school.' Thoy all called him chief, and 
he liked tho title." 


Knowledge. 


Much of the valuo of knowledge do- 


peude upon tho way it is obtained. 
Some of it is given to us. find wo accept 
it passively. Some is thrust upon us, 
nud we receive it unwillingly. Some 
•\vo onwo wild work for niid finally ofo- 
tnin by moans of our own thought imd 
rcsrarohoB. Of course in very early 
childhood knowledge us well ns every- 
thing ulrni must bo given. This is nat- 
ural and right, and so long us the giver 
is judicious and not too eager the child'B 
mind will thrive hy it.

If it bo done success- 
fully, ho will soon show a desire for 
knowledge of various kinds »ud will 
seek it with avidity, and whatever he 
guins in this way will become vitalized 
and a part of himself. It is u glow and 
gradual process, and we seldom have 
tho pationco to pursue it. "Wohnvo more 
faith in our systems than in nature's, 
mid wo too often treat the child men- 
tally as we would physically wore we 
to keep liirn in our urnis and feed him 
with a FJIOOU long after ho was nblo to 
walk and to help himself,—Now York 
Ledger.
